The poultrymen say these results 
ag ree with common knowledge, es­ 
pecially of cold storage dealers, 
who pay a premium for spring eggs, 
or "A p ril eggs.” as they are known 
to stand up better in storage.

Small Laying Flocks 
May Be Fed by Hopper 
Farm flock owners who find it * p.u ents. 
inconvenient to feed laying hens 
at regular hours each daj’’ should 
find the results of an experiment 
on hopper feeding conducted by the 
Michigan State college of interest 
and value, says J. C. Taylor, as­ 
sociate extension poiiltryman at the 
New Jersey college of agriculture, 
R utgers universUy. 


Two pens of Leghorns and two 
pens of R hode Island R eds w’ere 
fed corn and oats and a laying mash 
containing 20 per cent crude pro­ 
tein in hoppers during the experi­ 
ment, Taylor reports. The feed was 
available to the birds at all times. 
In 
addition, 
approximately 
tw o 
pounds of w’heat were fed daily in 
the litter to keep the litter from 
packing. 
Satisfactory egg production was ob­ 
tained by the hopper feeding of corn 
and oats and 20 per cent protein 
mash and no difference in mortality 
w«as found when compared with 
flocks fed according to the usual 
method. 
The use of artificial lights in­ 
creases the success of the hopper 
feeding. This method m ay solve the 
feeding problems 
of the general 
farm er who cannot practice the rec­ 
ommended 
regularity 
of feeding 
laying birds.

LIVING ON THE RIVER 
From Omaha World-Heiaid. 
Of the thousands of people driven from 
their homes by the Ohio flood a g reat 
many undoubtedly never had the slig htest 
suspicion that the river would ever a p ­ 
proach their door. 
But ])ictures and ac­ 
counts of life along the river indicate that 
a g reat many other.s live in constant ex ­ 
pectation of g etting their feet wet %;ver so 
pften. 
The same thing is true of thou­ 
sands of inhabitants of the lowlands along 
the Mississippi. 
In g reat cities not only 
tenements, but industrial workers of g reat 
value crowd down to the w a te r ’s edg e, 
and in the country sq uatters’ shacks are 
perched on the insecure foundation of the 
levees themselves. 
Ordinarily in these areas a flood is just 
a temporary inconvenience, an annoyance 
to be put up with because it is offset by 
some real or fancied advantag e in cling ­ 
ing thus close to the w a te r ’s edg e. 
Here, it would seem, is a problem in 
planning and resettlement tiiat some day 
some ag ency may find it advisable to 
tackle, 
if the country had been develop­ 
ed by plan and the g rowth of cities had 
been reg ulated with an eye to future ex i­ 
g encies we mig ht have our floods with a 
minimum of dam ag e and disaster. Urban 
lowlands would be used 
for 
parks, .so 
desig nated that they could stand 
hig h 
w ater with only nominal damag e. 
In the 
country homes and shelters for livestock 
would he built on hig her g round and the 
areas subject to flood entered for culti\a- 
tion only when they were dry. 
W hatever may be done tow ani flood 
control there will be such areas always 
subject to ovei't'low. The severity of floods 
may perhaps he mitig ated by the restora­ 
tion of forest on denuded watersheds, by 
the construction of reservoirs to hold some 
surplus, hut there 
will 
doubtless come 
times in the future as in the past, when 
all that can be done f^u* a ri\er or a drain­ 
ag e basin will not be q uite enoug h lo keep 
^^ome streams M'iiiiiii their noi’rnal i’ank^-.

THE SWEDES’ PLYMOUTH ROCK

N early every one has met in European 
travel a Swede who was pi'oud of the fact 
that his countrymen 
were 
among 
the 
first-comers in colonial 
North 
Am erica; 
and, when the subject has come tip and 
got under way. has found himself emhar- 
I'assed to know so little about the Swedish 
colonial ventures here in the early seven­ 
teenth century. 


M ith just a little poetic license accord­ 
ed, and no great violence done to proba­ 
bility, one may admit that Scandinavians 
were the discoverers and in Vinland, the 
first 
colonists 
in

Am erica;

Swedes later were founder/ of Delaware, 
and Philadelphia even, where the first 
settlement called AVicaco, was made in 
198 6 })v suljjects of Queen Christina near­ 
ly a half century before the Quakers.

3Iinuit, the Dutch promoter 
who 
gave 
New York its first building 
boom, 
the 
Swedish West India Co., was organized 
and a small group of Swedes sailed from 
(iothenherg in two Dutch vessels hut on 
their own colonial venture in tiie New 
M orld. 
They 
landed 
in 
March, 
1688, 
where Wilm ington now stands at a place 
known as the R ocks, where Swedes plan 
to erect a monument next .year when they 
and we celebrate the tercentenary of this 
first Swedish-American landfall. 
The Swedish press and radio are m ak­ 
ing a wide appeal for subscriptions to the. 
tercentenary monument fund; 
and, 
no 
doubt. Sweden is more “ Delaware-consci­ 
ous” tlian Delawai'e: kno\\s more about 
the iniporatnt part Swede.s played in early 
American life than most Americans do. 
For it is later contributions of imineasur-

that great Swedish migration of two cen­ 
turies and more later which gave us an 
admixture of hlood whicli Americans of 
])Ui‘e Swedish strain can hardly be more 
liroud of than the Am erican people as a 
whole are— Iilood of a hardy sti'ain that 
at least outposted in our hemisphere lie- 
fore any <uher Kuropeaii one and was heie 
centuries later with the first cidonists on 
tlie Atlantic seaboard.
